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‘How To Make Jewish Store Owners 
Keep Closed On Yom Kippur 


Indignant because Jewish merchants of Jersey City, N. J., 
“flagrantly desecrate the awescme Day of Atonement by keeping 
their stores and places of business open,” Meyer Pesin, editor of 
The Jewish Standard, of that city, demands that they “surrender 
their divine gift of being a Jew and renounce their faith and re- 
ligion.” 

After telling of the Jewish merchant who had, “the audacity 
and shamelessness not only to keep his several local stores open, 
but to ceremoniously open a new store on the Day of Atonement,” 
Pesin declares “we ask our apostate brethren to renounce the 
name ‘Jew’ and all connection with Judaism.” 


Unfortunately Pesin’s soluiion is, for more reasons than one, 
impractical. If these merchants had not long before the Day of 
Atonement cast away their Jewishness then indeed they would 
not on this day have sacrificed their self respect for a few dol- 
lars. Then too, it should be remembered that the non-Jewish 
world does not permit (viz Germany) the sloughing off in one gen- 
eration by an individual of his Judaism, so that even though these 
merchants followed Mr. Pesin’s suggestion, people would still con- 
sider them Jews. 


Two logical procedures can be followed by Mr. Pesin to effect 
a change of heart in the Jewish business men of Jersey City. 

In the first place he could, although for some reason he de- 
clares it would be unfair, hold up to public appraisal those stores 
whose doors remain open on Yom Kippur by listing their names 
‘in his publication. 


A more effective way, however, to keep these stores closed, 
would be to foliow the method of the Catholics on Good Friday. 
At this time even Jewish stores, close for one hour. In advance 
of the holy day stores are polled to learn if they will close for 
the occasion to allow their employes to attend services. Then 
these names are printed in the public press. Naturally no store 
cares to earn the enmity of so large a section of the buying pub- 
lic as the Catholics. In much the same manner no Jewish mer- 
chant would care to court the disdain of the Jewish population. 

This is the solution. Let Mr. Pesin next year print in advance 
the names of stores intending to observe Yom Kippur by closing 
their stores. Those stores who refuse to close would probably be 
criticized by their regular customers so that even a small amount 
of business acumen would warn the store owner who had consid- 
' ered remaining open that feigned religion is often as effective on 
_ this earth as honest religion.

In an interview with Alvin Hellman in a story on another page 
a this issue, Michel Cherniavsky, famous Jewish cellist, pro- 
punds the theory that Yehudi Menuhin is the last of a long line

' aring. This thesis, althouezh new to Jewish music, is a com- 

monplace text in literature, where literary historians always point 
to the invigoration of literary production after every great war or 
social upheaval. 

Behind Cherniavsky’s statement, however, lies a broader phe- 
momenon. The same forces ‘vnich contributed to the greatness of 
' Jewish musicians are responsible for the general high intellectual 

excellence of Jews as a whole. Phychologists explain that the 
motivation or drive in Jewish people is greater because of their 
- environment, which up until very recently, has always been ex- 
tremely unhappy. To raise above and out of this condition has 
en the Jew a terrific motivation. 
Cherniavsky’s theory is vrobably true. Great musicians Jews 
y have in the future, but the chances are that an improvement 
conditions, social and economic, will result in an incidence of 
frreat Jewish musicians no greater than that of the general popu- 
ation.

Kentucky distilleries are employ- 
ing more and more people every 
day, according to a statement is- 
sued today by Owsley Brown, 
Chairman of the Distillers’ Execu- 

| tive Committee. 

With over 30,000 Kentucky men 
and women already employed by 
the distilling and allied industries 
in Kentucky, more than five thou- 
sand additional employes will be 
required alone by two more large 
distilleries which will locate in 
Kentucky if the State votes for 
Repeal on November 5, Mr. Brown 
said.

Do you know how to check! your 
daily diet for its calcium content? 
It is essential that you have a lib- 
eral: supply, and even more impor- 
tant’ that the children of the fam- 
ily get what they need. 

Growing boys and girls need 

from, three to four times as much 
calcium in proportion to _ their. 
weight as do adults. Calcium is 
responsible, although not entirely, 
for producing good bones and 
teeth. It helps to regulate the way 
our blood flows and clots. Nowa- 
days before a tonsil operation, it is 
customary to test the blood fom its 
clotting properties. If these are 
not satisfactory, calcium salts are 
given the prospective patient. 
_ The food which is most liberally 
supplied with calcium is milk 
which, of course, includes cheese, 
one of the most important milk 
products. Ice cream will also con- 
tribute some. Some _ vegetables 
and fruits provide it in less liberal 
amounts. Cauliflower, figs, dried 
beans, celery, string beans, cab- 
bage, carrots, spinach, oraages, po- 
tatoes, eggs, whole wheat and bran 
contribute worthwhile amounts.

| BERLIN (JTA)—With his dis- 
traught wife waiting for him at the 
prison door, Dr. Otto Hirsch, one 
of the most important leaders of 
German Jewry, was released last 
week by the Nazi secret state po- 
lice after seven days’ solitary im. 
prisonment in Columbia House, 
known as the “torture chamber of 
the Gestapo.” 

Dr. Hirsch’s release came with 
the same dramatic suddenness and 
lack of explanation as his arrest 
two days after Yom Kippur.

Lewis’ “It Can’t Be Done” Best Single 
Safeguard Against Possible 
American Fascism 


In view of the general acceptance by lay leaders and rabbis 
that the long term plan of attack for safeguarding security of the 
Jew in the United States should rest fundamentally on a consistent 
emphasis and glorification of democracy and democratic institu- 
tions, the publication of Sinclair Lewis’ novel, “It Can’t Be Done 
Here,” must be considered as a major step in the furtherance of 
this program. 


Written to show graphically and with all the force of Amer- 
ica’s most trenchant writer the horrors of fascism, the novel 
traces the evolution of the totalitarian state in the United States 
beginning with the elections of 1936. Senator Windrip is Hitler. 
Elected to the nation’s highest office, he proceeds ruthlessly to 
suppress Congress and to outlaw the Supreme Court. Together 
with his two lieutenants, Windrip grafts all the evils of Hitlerism, 
including the GPU and the Concentration Camp, onto the Ameri- 
can scene. In the three years following 1936, Doremus Jessup, 
courageous small-town editor, who resists the fascists, sees his 
son-in-law taken out and shot by the Minute Men (GPU) and is 
himself scheduled to be beaten with steel rods, dosed with huge 
quantities of castor oil and relegated to a Concentration Camp. 


Justifying the novel’s name, Lewis closes with revolution and 
the eventual disgorgement of fascism by the right-minded Ameri- 
can citizenry. 


Had members of the Joint Consultative Committee, composed 
of the American Jewish Congress, American Jewish Committee 
and the B’nai B’rith set themselves to wish for the one move that 
would be most effectual in squelching any attempt at a dictator- 
ship in the United States, or the greatest single propaganda mea- 
sure to warn the United States against the evils of fascism, they 
could not possibly have chosen other than what Lewis has done. 


The novel is interesting, aside from its thesis. 


Although put on sale only last Monday, reviewers are acclaim- 
ing it as Lewis’ greatest work since “Dodsworth.” 


When the wide sale Lewis’ novels enjoy is taken into consid- 
eration, the beneficient work of “lt Can’t Be Done Here,” becomes 
fully apparent. It is possible that a million people will read the 
novel; how many more than that will hear it discussed in women’s 
ubs; how many more will read reviews of it in magazines and 
newspapers. 


In the rush of feeling of thanks to Lewis, the part played by 
his wife, Dorothy Thompson, should be remembered. Not only is 
it possible that Mrs. Lewis’ reportorial excursions in Germany, 
and her subsequent lecture series, were indirectly responsible for 
her husband’s choice of subject, but it is quite probable that she 
deliberately pointed out to him the potentialities in a novel on a 
question which daily fills the waking hours of most of the people 
of the world. 


Should Shun Attempts To Mobilize 
Jewish Voters 


In explaining the intolerable condition of Polish Jewry, B. 
Charney Vladek, president of the American ORT and general man- 
ager of The Jewish Daily Forward, blamed Polish Jews for form- 
ing what he termed a “nolitical ghetto” and then declared that 
“such a condition couldn’t occur in the United States.” 





“The Jews in Poland vote in elections as a separate unit, they 
vote as Jews for Jews. Given this representation the Polish gov- 
ernment is afforded a ‘moral excuse’ for not further concerning 
themselves with Jewish problems.” 


Evidently Mr. Viadek forgets the attempt by self-styled Jewish 
leaders in Brooklyn a year ago to form the Brooklyn Jewish Demo- 
cracy whose avowed purpose was to so unite the Jewish vote that 
Jewish politicians, school teachers, civil service employees, etc., 
would receive a greater share of appointments. 


Is this not directly analogous to the Polish situation? 


This would be impossible, Mr. Vladek pointed out, in the Unit- 
ed States “where Jews vote as individuals, where the various par- 
ties court votes of the individual Jews, and where Jews are mem- 
bers of all parties.” 

When the attempt was made to regiment Brooklyn Jews into 
a coordinated voting unit, far-sighted American Jewish leaders, 
and groups, immediately raised such a how] that, although several 
meetings were called to effect organization, the scheme fell 
through. Even as it is, with no political organization branding 
themselves as strictly Jewish, politcians have a penchant for list- 
ing the Jewish citizenry as a Jewish voting bloc. As proof of 


» this falacious political theory, witness the slates of the contending 


parties. When one group names a Jew for a prominent post, the 
second party atempts to offset this advantage by naming a Jew 
on their own ticket.

Every thinking voter in Kentuc- 
ky wants strict regulation of the 
liquor industry. This we do not 
have today and will not have in 
the future unless the voters of 
Kentucky, on November 5th, go out 
record as being against the pres- 
ent prohibition amendment to Ken- 
tucky’s constitution, and, by so 
doing, reinstate Section 61 of our 
constitution as it read prior to 
enactment of the state-wide Pro- 
hibition Amendment by which 
that Section was repealed. 

Section 61 provides as follows: | 
“The general assembly shall, by 
general law, provide a means 
whereby the sense of the people 
of any county, city, town, district. 
or precinct may be taken, as to 
whether or not spirituous, vinous 
or malt liquors shall be sold, bar- 
tered or loaned therein, or the.

All of us know that the practical 
effect of the existing law is to have 
liquor stores in every community, 
whether desired by the people 
therein or not- For more than 15 
months, this hag been the situa- 
tion. Distilled spirits are the 
source of large revenue to the 
state and because of this most of 
our citizens prefer to operate un- 
der the present conditions rather 
than attempt to enforce state-wide 
prohibition. Those communities 
who want to regulate the sale of 
liquor will not be able to do s0 
unless Kentucky’s prohibition law 
is repealed and Section 61 of the 
constitution automatically reinstat- 
ed thereby. 

The adoption of Amendment No. 
1, on which the voters of Kentuc- 
ky will be asked to express their 
wishes November 5, kills our pres- 
ent prohibition amendment and 
provides a means, through Section 
61, by which each community shall 
pass upon the question of the sale 
of intoxicating liquor within its 
boundaries. The Court of Appeals 
of Kentucky, on Tuesday, October 
7, 1935, handed down a decision 
declaring that local option elec. 
tions, which have been called in 
49 Kentucky counties, cannot be 
held because our present constitu 
tional amendment repealed the 
constitutional right to have local 
option. The voter who believes 
that local option is preferable to 
existing conditions should vote 
“Yes” on Amendment No. 1. 

To sum up the effect of passing 
the Constitutional Amendment No. 
1 on November 5: First, the “Yes” 
vote repeals state-wide prohibition. 
Second, the “Yes” vote will restore 
the right of each county, city, 
town, district or precinct to deter- 
mine for itself whether intoxicat- 
ing liquor shall be sold therein. 
Third, it removes the present in- 
surmountable barrier to effective 
control and regulation in localities 
preferring regulation to prohibi-;
